The  project  of  TOmineniDratiiig  tlie  hundredtli  anniversary 
of  the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Ghent  in  1M4  having  lieen 
discussed  for  some  time,  and  steps  having  been  taken  in  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  to  form  organizations  for  that 
purpose,  the  following  circular  was  issued  from  Ottawa  under 
date  of  30th  April,  1912.  - 

My  dear  Sir,— 

You  may  Iw  aware  that,  lart  year,  a  National  Com- 
mittee was  formed  in  New  York,  looking  towards  a  joint 
eelebration  by  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  of  a 
Century  of  Peace  among  English-speaking  peoples  and 
that,  recently,  a  similar  movement  has  taken  place  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  an  Association  has  l)een  ..rganized 
under  tl.e  able  and  zealous  chairmanship  of  our  late  Gov- 
ernor General,  Lord  Grey. 

This  Century  of  Peace  will  have  been  completed  on 
the  One  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Treaty  of  Ghent 
which  was  concluded  on  Christmas  Eve,  1814,  and  ratified 
on  the  17th  of  Februarj-,  1S15.  It  naturally  possesses  a 
special  interest  for  Canadians,  inasmuch  as  Canada  is 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  United  States,  and  is  the 
portion  of  the  British  Empire  that  witnessed  the  actual 
conflicts  of  the  War  of  1S12-14.  The  bitterness  engendered 
by  those  feuds  has  happily  long  since  passed  awav  and  it 
seems  fitting  that  we  should  participate  in  celebrating  the 
blessings  of  peace  which  for  a  period  of  one  hundred  years 
will  have  existed  between  us  and  our  neighbours  It  is  not 
quite  apparent  to  what  extent  this  movement  has  taken 
concrete  form  in  the  United  States,  but  the  favourable 
manner  in  which  the  proposal  has  been  received  there  as 
evidenced  by  the  representative  character  of  the  National 
Committee,  and  the  enthusiasm  with  which  the  idea  has 
been  taken  up  by  our  friends  in  Great  Britain,  indicates 
that  the  time  has  arrived  when  some  tentative  step  mav 
with  propriety  be  taken  by  Canada.
